For some 
time, now, I’ve been wanting to talk 
with DeBeers regarding his past and his 
controversial political views. In Jersey, I 
got a little more than I bargained for. 

A brief discussion with DeBeers about his title match 
with Bockwinkel quickly led into some talk about De- 
Beers’ past. 

“My father was an important force in the Nationalist 
Afrikaner Party, which was brought into power in South 
Africa in 1949,’ DeBeers explained. ‘‘The platform that 
the party stood for was that of apartheid—of racial segre- 
gation, Even the prime minister at the time, Prime Minis- 
ter Strijdom, placed it clearly on the line. He said it like 
this: ‘Either the white man dominates, or the black man 
takes over.’ It’s as simple as that. 
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Col. DeBeers vs. Nick Bockwinkel 


“Look, let’s face it,’’ DeBeers told me, ‘“‘there is a race 
war going on in the world right now, and the Afrikaners 
are on the front lines. Racial segregation is a fact of life. 
It’s not only in South Africa, it’s everywhere. It’s in your 
own backyard! If you live in an all-white neighborhood, 
tell me the chances of a black family moving in next 
door. None. Why? The whites don’t want the blacks, and 
the blacks don’t want the whites. All apartheid does is 
place into legal terms what every man feels in his gut 
anyway.”

I argued that DeBeers’ opinion was 
totally absurd. True, there is a race 
war—which seems ready to explode in 
South Africa—but it’s because blacks 
there are simply demanding the basic 
human rights that Afrikaner whites 
have denied them for so long. Indeed, 
not only blacks, but other nonwhites, 
including Indians and mixed-blood Co- 
loureds, have been pushed into the 
worst hovels of South African towns to 
live. They’ve been denied access to pub- 
lic transportation. Denied voting rights. 
Denied the right to strike. Denied edu- 
cation. And unlike the move for civil 
rights in the U.S. in the ’60s, South Af- 
rican blacks have no recourse in the legal system—South 
African laws uphold apartheid in most cases. 

“IT don’t have to argue in favor of something that 
should be the natural order of things,’ DeBeers coun- 
tered. “‘Let’s face it: If you look at any major city in the 
country today, what are the sources of that city’s prob- 
lems? Blacks. Their apartment buildings are in complete 
disrepair, they have no respect for their neighbors, the 
blacks are the cause of the majority of the crime, the 
majority of the drug use, the majority of the fear. 

“Let me bring this back closer to where wrestling fans 
might be able to understand,’’ DeBeers continued. ‘‘You 
know something about wrestling, this rock and wrestling 
connection? Well, I’ve heard all about these rock stars 
saying that they don’t want to play Sun City. Great. If 
they want to turn their backs on the American free enter- 
prise system and deprive themselves of money and profit, 
that’s their business. 

“But there’s something else that’s been in the news a 
lot lately,” DeBeers continued, ‘‘and that’s the violence 
that’s bred at rap music concerts featuring black stars 
with black audiences. It happened in New York, where 
black youths went on a crime rampage after a Run- 
D.M.C, concert in Madison Square Garden. It happened 
in Los Angeles, again at a Run-D.M.C. concert, where 
blacks were stabbing each other—not a bad way for them 
to go, by the way, let ’em kill each other off, that way we 
don’t have to dirty our own hands with the job. 

“But you must look at the evidence: Get a lot of blacks 
together in one place, and you’ve got trouble. You don’t 
see those kinds of crimes and stabbings following a Beach 
Boys concert, do you? And the Beach Boys play concerts 
annually in Washington, D.C., that draw hundreds of 
thousands of people at once, not the 10 or 15 thousand 
people that Run-D.M.C. draws. That’s just more evidence 
of the problem.” 

By this point I was speechless. I simply couldn’t believe 
the depths of DeBeers’ racism. This man makes Archie 
Bunker look like a liberal civil rights activist. I turned off 
my tape recorder and got up, disgusted at what I was 
hearing. As I turned my back on him to leave, DeBeers’ 
poisoned words followed: 

“Go ahead, leave, close your ears to the truth,’ he 
taunted. ‘‘It doesn’t matter, you’re just like the rest of 
them. You’re not a real white man anyway. When the 
war explodes, you’ll be the first to go. You’re nothing but 
the scum of the human race.” 

Coming from a man like DeBeers, that’s quite a 
compliment.

That experi- 
ence no doubt helped him land the 
“Piper's Pit” television segment when 
he moved to the WWF area in early 
1984 ... Was voted 1984’s Most Hat- 
ed Wrestler of the Year ...

Boxed Mr. T in WrestleMania 2, 
and has been said to have been con- 
sidering turning pro boxer (“They 
wanted me to fight a one-round exhi- 
bition against Mike Tyson in New York 
in conjunction with the Statue of Lib- 
erty celebration, but I couldn’t do it.

In protest of Col. DeBeers’ racist atti- 
tude, Scott Hall stages a sit-in. 
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MAN'S 
BIGGEST TEST YET 


Scott Hall has decided to tackle the issue of apartheid by tackling 
its loudest spokesman, Col. DeBeers. Will the first major feud for 
the AWA’s big man prove to be his last?

COTT HALL DESCRIBES his 

upcoming series of matches against 
Col. DeBeers as the most important of 
his brief career. 

“More important than my desire to 
win the World championship,’’ the tall 
youngster said, ‘‘is my desire to rid the 
sport of that scum, Col. DeBeers. I 
look at DeBeers and I get sick. His 
attitude, his politics, his tactics—I’m 
generally an easygoing guy, but I’m 
more motivated now than I’ve ever 
been before. 

“TJ want to see him in pain. I want 
him to suffer as his people have made 
others suffer.” 

The sudden intrusion of politics into 
Hall’s game plan is somewhat out of 
character. His friend, Curt Hennig, 
with whom he formerly held the AWA 
World tag team championship, says 
Hall’s public disclosures have surprised 
him. 

“I spent 28 days a month on the 
road with Scotty when we were cham- 
pions,” Hennig said, ‘‘and in all that 
time I don’t think we ever talked about 
politics. Scott always believed that reli- 
gion and politics were private matters. 
His remarks about DeBeers are very 
surprising. 

“He obviously feels very strongly 
about the subject or else he wouldn’t 
say anything. He must really want a 
piece of the Colonel.” 

DeBeers, wrestling’s most outspoken 
proponent of the South African segre- 
gation policy of apartheid, combines 
his personal philosophies with the most 
violent array of ring tactics. DeBeers 
has made no bones about his desire to 
rid the world of ‘‘those hideous minor- 
ity groups.” 

On a recent radio call-in show, spe- 
cial guest DeBeers slandered the blacks, 
Hispanics, Jews, and Italians, claiming 
the increased mingling of ethnic groups 
is resulting in the rapid decline of 
South Africa. “If something drastic 
isn’t done soon,”’ he said to a startled 
interviewer, “‘Johannesburg will resem- 
ble one of your American cesspools, 
like New York or Chicago. 

“Tf violence is what it takes to rid 
my city of these horrible creatures, 
then violence is the answer. Because, as 
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Hall makes no secrets about his hatred for DeBeers. Hall is disgusted by DeBeers’ racial 
politics and would like nothing better than to throw the South African out of wrestling. 
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Hall and DeBeers are both fine wrestlers, which has made their bouts even more interesting. The 
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intensity of their matches is displayed here, as Hall knees DeBeers (left) and DeBeers drives his archrival 


into the turnbuckle (right). 


you can see, if these blacks are given 
free reign to do as they please, society 
will absolutely disintegrate.’’ 

It is ironic that Hall was one of the 
first wrestlers DeBeers tried to recruit 
for his campaign of hate. Hall remem- 
bers being so utterly repulsed by the 
muscular foreigner that he just turned 
and walked away. 

“T thought he was kidding,’’ Hall 
recalls now. “He approached me and 
said, ‘You look like a bloody good 
bloke, you look like one of us.’ He 
wanted to form a team that would 
tour the country beating up black 
wrestlers. He wanted to send the video- 
tapes back home to anti-apartheid 
groups as a warning of the impending 
violence that they would be exposed 
to. He actually thought such an idea 
had merit. 


“The man is an animal. He is not a 
human being. I can’t wait to beat the 
crap out of him.” 

Since coming to the AWA, DeBeers 
has not limited his attacks to members 
of minority groups. He is an equal 
opportunity purveyor of venom and 
brutality, a man, despite his claims, 
possessed by a hate of all mankind. He 
has delivered unprovoked attacks upon 
such wrestlers as Sgt. Slaughter and 
Nick Bockwinkel, and has been known 
to beat hapless preliminary grapplers to 
within an inch of the intensive care 
ward. 

DeBeers scoffs at his critics. “I’m a 
pro wrestler, mate, not a florist. If 
anyone’s got a problem with my ways, 
let em come and talk to me in person. 
I’ll set ’em straight. 

“All this talk about me hating the 


black man has been trumpeted out of 
proportion by you Yankee yellow jour- 
nalists. I have nothing against any man 
except my opponents. If you don’t 
have a killer instinct, you don’t belong 
in this sport. 

‘Philosophically, I believe the black 
man is better off serving the white 
man. His problems are taken care of. 
He lives in peace and is fed at regular 
intervals. But if they want their inde- 
pendence, then who am I to stand in 
their way?” 

If DeBeers’ condescension toward 
minorities rattles you, it positively infu- 
riates Hall. “I can’t believe in this day 
and age people like DeBeers exist,’’ he 
says. “It’s a fact of wrestling that rule- 
breakers preach hate and unwarranted 
violence. Their tactics are based upon

HERE’S AN OLD Irish proverb 

that says; “‘The wind is not swift- 
er than a woman’s choice between two 
men.” There may be more Irish blood 
in Baby Doll than anyone ever 
suspected. 

Baby Doll began her career as a 
bodyguard for Gino Hernandez in’ the 
summer of 1984, Less than six months 
later, attracted by several gifts (includ- 
ing an automobile), she left Gino and 
Joined Tully Blanchard. About a year 
later, she left Tully and joined Dusty 
Rhodes. Now she has left Dusty and is 
allied with Ric Flair. 

Here’s what happened during a 
Dusty Rhodes-Ric Flair bout on Au- 
gust 17, in Charlotte, North Carolina: 
When Dusty had Flair down for a pin; 
Baby Doll placed Flair’s foot on the 
rope, forcing a break. When Dusty 
tried to reverse Flair’s figure-four, 
Baby Doll helped Flair keep the lever- 
age he needed to maintain the hold. 
She grabbed a chair and tried hitting 
Dusty with it, but missed. Seconds lat- 
er, though, Arn Anderson and Tully 
Blanchard ran into the ring and used 
the chair to beat Rhodes senseless.

That about does it for the state 
except for Ron Bass, who is busy 
defending his Florida champion- 
ship, and Barry Windham, whom 
Lugar has befriended and will not 
wrestle. 

Clearly, for Lugar to advance 
as a wrestler, he must take on a 
variety of the best wrestlers in the 
world. And if they’re not going to 
come to him, he’d better go out 
and purchase a set of luggage. 
“Don’t worry about Lex Lugar,” 
says his former manager and 
mentor Hiro Matsuda. “Mr. Lugar 
knows what he is doing. Mr. Lu- 
gar very capable of taking care of 
himself. 

“We worked on a master plan 
for his career months ago, and 
although | am no longer in daily 
contact with him, | am pleased to 
see he is sticking by it. Too many 
young wrestlers expect to own the 
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sport right away. Some of the 
best talent has been ruined by be- 
ing brought along too fast. 

“It is obvious to anyone watch- 
ing that Mr. Lugar has outgrown 
his Florida opposition. He no long- 
er needs to concentrate on vic- 
tories. Now the emphasis is on 
technique. He is improving in ev- 
ery category. Soon he will be 
ready for the country.” 

Our own veteran correspon- 
dent, Matt Brock, doesn’t buy 
Matsuda’s explanation. “! hate to 
say it, but | think Lugar has cold 
feet. It’s either that or his handlers 
are making a very big mistake. 
Matsuda is dead wrong. You 
don’t improve by wrestling against 
the same wrestlers who you’ve al- 
ready established your dominance 
against. | don’t mean to denigrate 
the Florida area, but | feel Lugar 
has grown beyond all the compe- 
tition there. 


“Lugar can still make Florida 
the base of his operations and 
wrestle there most often. But 
what’s preventing him from mak- 
ing a trip to the World Champion- 
ship area?

June 29, 1986—Nick Bock- 
winkel wins by default over 
Stan Hansen (wins AWA World 
title). There are three schools of 
thought here. 1—Hansen should 
not have been stripped of the title; 
2—Hansen should have been 
stripped of the title, but the new 
champion should have been de- 
termined in a tournament; 3—The 
AWA was correct in stripping 
Hansen of the title and awarding 
it to the scheduled challenger, 
Bockwinkel. To me, there is only 
one logical solution—number 2. 
To allow Hansen to keep the belt 
would have set a precedent that 
would allow the champion to pick 
and choose his challengers—and 
put the screws to the fans who 
paid their way into the arena to 
see a title match. To select Bock- 
winkel as the champion is absurd. 
He claims he earned the title be- 
cause he scared Hansen away, 
but even he knows better. Han- 
sen’s leaving the McNichol Arena 
that night had nothing to do with 
whom he was scheduled to wres- 
tle. There had to be other prob- 
lems that we do not yet know. 
Assuming that to be true, it is 
conceivable that Jimmy “The Iron 
Duke” Doo would have been de- 
clared champion if he had been 
lucky enough be the challenger 
that night. 

July 26 and August 9, 1986— 
Ric Flair loses to and then de- 
feats Dusty Rhodes (loses and 
regains NWA World title for the 
fourth time). Point number one: 
Dusty Rhodes didn’t defeat Ric 
Flair; the law of averages did. Giv- 
en as many chances to win the 
title as Dusty was given, Randy 
Mulkie could have won the cham- 
pionship. | like Dusty a lot, but | 
think even he would have to ad- 
mit that he was given far too 
many title shots. Point number 
two: Ric Flair didn’t defeat Dusty 
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Ric Flair gets down o 


n his knees and begs Dusty Rhodes to show him mercy. Of course, 
Rhodes would not comply. And finally, after so many chances, The American Dream 


captured the NWA World title. His reign would last two weeks. 


Rhodes; Tully Blanchard and J.J. 
Dillon did. Blanchard and Dillon 
attacked Rhodes two nights be- 
fore Dusty would lose the title to 
Flair. Rhodes, who would sooner 
quit the sport than disappoint his 
fans, wrestled Flair despite a seri- 
ous injury to his left knee. It’s too 
bad. Dusty defeated Flair five 
times in his two weeks as champi- 
on. It would have been interesting 
to see how many tries it would 
have taken for Flair to win it back 
fairly. 

August 16, 1986—The Rock 
’n’ Roll Express defeat The Mid- 
night Express (win NWA World 
tag team title). | honestly did not 
believe that Rick Morton and Rob- 
ert Gibson could defeat Bobby 
Eaton and Dennis Condrey, as 
long as the champions had Jim 
Cornette in their corner. It’s not 
that | don’t think the Rock ’n’ 
Rolls are superb athletes, and it’s 
certainly not that | think Cornette 
is any kind of brilliant strategist. 
It’s simply that Cornette finds a 
way to—well ... serve up trouble. 
| thought the Rock ’n’ Rolls would 
have to have someone in their 
corner to keep Cornette in check. 
Well, it turns out they did—the 
fans. The R&R fans at the Phila- 
delphia Civic Center were so loud 
in their support that they complete- 
ly rattled their competition. It’s 
common knowledge that the Mid- 


nights can be flustered. Usually, 
they will be calmed down by their 
manager. But not this time. Corn- 
ette was of no use to his team. 
Good job, fans. 

August 17, 1986—Nikita Ko- 
loff defeats Magnum T.A. (wins 
best-of-seven U.S. title series). 
The talk of this office the day after 
the tournament concluded was 
how great Nikita Koloff was, how 
he proved his superiority over 
Magnum by winning four out of 
seven matches. Bull! Magnum 
was the superior wrestler. He 
would have won the series in six 
if not for the officiating of Tommy 
Young, who hustles more than 
any referee in the sport but al- 
ways seems to be in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. Nikita is 
good. Magnum is better. And 
Tommy Young better slow down 
before he hustles his way into 
preliminary matches. 

August 26, 1986—Sot. 
Slaughter is stripped of the 
Americas title. No complaints 
here, President Blackburn. 
Slaughter has been wrestling pri- 
marily in the NWF and has ne- 
glected the Americas title. Hope- 
fully, the AWA will put the belt up 
in a tournament and not arbitrarily 
award it. 

Six major title changes in 101 
days. I’m sure there is more to 
come. Watch out, Hulk! O

heart of the matter, the basic fact 
that the recent series of matches 
between Adonis and Hulk were 
an embarrassment, a disgrace to 
the great sport of professional 
wrestling. These matches should 
have never taken place and the 
damage they've caused to the in- 
tegrity of the WWF World heavy- 
weight title might never be 
undone. 

Remember what we’re dealing 
with. The WWF belt has long 
been considered one of the most 
desired prizes in the sport. Some 
of the greats of the game, Bruno 
Sammartino, Pedro Morales, Bob 
Backlund, Ivan Koloff, Stan Stasiak, 
Superstar Graham, Ivan Koloff, 
wore the belt proudly around their 


waists. Despite some of their tac- 
tics, these men wrestled for the 
love of wrestling and respected 
the sanctity of the title. 

Their ‘opponents would never 
dare walk into the ring dressed in 
drag. A title shot was not a laugh- 
ing matter, but a rare and hard- 
eamed opportunity to achieve a 
dream. Title challengers might 
have criticized the champion in 
the past, and chastised him before 
the match, but deep in their 
hearts, they harbored immense re- 
spect for the man who wore the 
belt. 

So the WWF grants Adonis a 
shot at Hogan, which, in and of

itself, is not necessarily a disgrace 
since Adrian is ranked number six 
in the current ratings. But then 
Adonis makes a mockery of the 
entire event with his dress habits 
and actions. Then, the WWF and 
Hogan, in effect, condone his ac- 
tions by continuing this ridiculous 
charade and allowing Adonis addi- 
tional title shots. In fact, Adonis 
and Hogan signed for an entire se- 
ries of matches! 

“It's a joke,” said a former 
champion who requested anonym- 
ity. “The WWF World heavy- 
weight belt means something. It’s 
like winning the World Series or 
an Olympic gold medal. People 


respect the belt and the champion 
has a responsibility to defend the 
title in a proper manner. I under- 
stand where Hogan might have 
objected to Adonis’ behavior, but 
the way to deal with that is to ig- 
nore him. By wrestling him, you're 
giving him instant credibility and 
putting him on the same plane as 
the WWF champion. I’m 
ashamed!” 

But the WWF, in typical fashion, 
was not ashamed. It promoted Ho- 
gan-Adonis just as it would any 
other match and seemed to em- 
brace Adonis’ style. Why 
shouldn’t it? The WWF's policy is 
to strive for the unusual, no matter 
how tasteless it might be. Hogan- 
Adonis was a good way to make 
money, so it thought, so why wor- 
ry about such incidentals as image 


and credibility? 
Add to this the fact that the Ado- 
nis-Hogan matches themselves 


were not exactly memorable 
events. Adonis, pitifully out of 
shape, failed to pose even the 
slightest challenge to the much 
stronger Hogan, and in one match, 
at the Byrne Meadowlands Arena 
in New Jersey, he actually fled to 
the dressing room and was count- 
ed out. Apparently, the fans 
weren't thrilled, either. The follow- 
ing month, only 8,000 people 
showed up at the 20,000-plus seat 
arena to watch Hogan pin Adonis 
in a lumberjack match. 

Eventually, even Hogan seemed 
put off by the spectacle. He en- 
tered into this series of matches 
hoping to teach Adonis what it 
means to be a real man, but finally 
realized that a person’s ways can’t 
be changed. 

One has to wonder if Hogan or 
the WWF ever thought about the 
possibility that Adonis might pull 
off an upset and walk away with 
the title. He might paint the belt 
pink, like Adrian Street did to the 
Southeast title belt in the Continen- 
tal Area. By contrast to the bright 
belt, it would be a dark day for 
professional wrestling. O
